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Refund on Estate Taxes Must Be Claimed by September 2nd
Estates of some Southern 

'California residents who died 
between April 1, 1948. and Au­ 
gust 17, 1954, have until Sep­ 
tember 2, 1959, to claim a re­ 
fund of a portion of their Fed­ 
eral estate tax. Mr. Robert A. 
Riddell. District Director of 
Internal Revenue, said this 
date was provided by the Tech­ 
nical Amendments Act of 1958 
(Public Law 85-866).

He said the estates affected
are those in which the dece-

  dents gave their widows (or
"widowers, in some cases) cer­

tain terminable interests in 
property which failed to qual­ 
ify for the marital deduction 
under the 1939 Internal Reve­ 
nue Code.

Mr. Riddell said the 191)9 
Code provided that property 
placed in trust did not qualify 
for the deduction unless the' 
widow was entitled to all the 
income from the trust, and, in 

| addition, had a power to dis­ 
pose of the entire trust corpus. 

! Also, he added, a legal es- 
, tale did not qualify for the de­ 
duction even though the

widow had a right to all the 
income and a power of ap­ 
pointment over the entire 
property.

Mr. Riddell said the 1934 
Code contains more liberal 
rules with respect to allowing 
a marital deduction for these 
interests in property received 
by the widow. The Technical 
Amendments Act of 19.~>8 al­ 
lows estates of decedents, dy­ 
ing between the above dates, 
to use these more liberal rules 
in determining the amount to | 
be allowed as a deduction.
